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Until today I have beon making small, individual notes, but they are 
cumbersome and easily misplaced. The following represents a summation 
of wnat I have learned, of what I have been oble to obtain, and my im- 
pressions of all that wo have discussed. This does not include the no- 
tations 1 have already forwarded* In order to explain them in greater 
detail I will have to read thorn again on the 10 th. 

He has been "warned" by Blocn not to engage in any unnecessary conver- 
sations, and to avoid being associated constantly with Vago* Possibly 
for tnls reason he nas been unusually reticent these past few weeics - 
more so tnan usual - but in no way giving me the impression that he sus- 
pects mo or anyone of working against nim. 

On January iitn no returned from downtown a chastened and uncnsracter- 
istically silent person* thwarting all attempts at conversation. The 
following day he explained that his wife is disturbed - with her pre- 
dicament, from reports received (specifically from ner mother, wnom ne 
considers as being influenced by tne government) of the children’s be- 
havior, and of tho possibility that the death penalty may bo imposed. 

She is - at his and Blocn’ s insistence - preparing to bar ner mother 
from further visits, but at this point does not have sufficient forti- 
tude. I urged him to consider my former advice, to concentrate on a 
means by wnich no jaight negotiate witn tne government for ms wife’s 
freedom, but he rejects this completely . Discussions regarding "negotia- 
tions" are for a later, raucn later date. Nevertheless, snould his wife 
receive a longtny sentence, possibly any sentence at eii^ since ne feeis 
that Sho - if not ne - wm be freed, it win be e severe clow, 

I nave, naturally, encountered many ardent supporters of socialism, in 
the past ten years, but I nave never beon associated with two men wnose 
hatred for our govornment ia eo profound. Every statement contains the 
threat of "destruction”, of violence, to America, In a recent discuss- 
ion I casually mentioned tnat men under similar indictment in tne Soviet 
Union would receive similar, if not worse, treatment, and my words lii- 
voked a storm that didn’t subside for two days. Those men are not mere- 
ly communists; v;nat is more importamt is tnat tney are revolutionists - 
and tuat, even in the communist organization itself, is a horse of a dif- 
ferent color* 

I nave become friendlier with Vago, out of necessity, for wnat I am un- 
able to learn from my friend ji?i can be counted on to supply. Vago is 
presently making plans to return to Budapest Irome iateiy followiJDg this 
trial, snould ne be freed. Certainly after any sentence no receives, 

Ke confided in mo that he was ail ready to leave shortly before his ar- 
rest, and, in fact, his mother-in-law’s cellar contains many household 
items ready for snipment. He was concerned ;vith this damaging situat- 
ion and expressed relief that the government was ss yet unaware tnat ho 
been making sucn plans. He nas made arrangements - surprisingly tnrougii 
a prisoner here - for a letter .to coma from France offering nim employ- 
ment, anome, etc. This week he instructed ms wxfe to place his brotnorb 
Budapest address in an envelope and mail it to my sister in New Yoris: witn 
instructions tnat only I am to open tne envelope. Ho asked me to write 
to his brotuer as soon as I am released. I don’t know anything about 
his orotner except tnat ne is sympathetic with Vago’s ideologies. I will 
not know until Friday - vjnon my sister visits - whether or not tne letter 
arrived.

The race tixati lie naa extiended tais address “Co lue is very Intorestixig and, 
to me, a surprising indication tnat ne nas finally "accepted'* mo. Former- 
ly, He was more than a little wary* 

I am enclosing a copy or pnotostats I made - witnout permission - for tne 
trip last waeic* I managed to retain a copy aithougn Vago watened tne op- 
eration. It may bo exactly wnat ne contends it is but I want to bo cer- 
tain. The story Is that Frledus is sponsoring several or ]3rothman*s in- 
ventions, including tne onclosod. Friedus nas the factory and tne money, 
and nas made arrangements for nis attorney to bring mm copies of a "part- 
nership" agreement wnicn ail three win sign. Brotharan is to receive *^0 
per cent or tne total saies value; Vago will be given ^ per cent or wnat 
Brothman accrues* Brotliman ia presently completing tne eioctrlcai set-up 
for this invention and I*m going to persuade Vago to allow me to malce 
copies of that also. Unless you thlnic all of this unimportant. 

Concerning Vago’s departure he mentioned to me tnat as a result of tnis 
unfortunate incident ms "usefulness" in America is ended. He discussed 
with me the boat possible way ho could "contact Washington" (does n® re- 
fer to the Soviet Jfimbussy or the Communist Party? - l*m reluctant to ex- 
press my ignorance to mm) berore ue leaves to inform tnem tnat ne ir 
prepared (or will be uneu he contacts tnem) for "another assignment". 

He finally decided to have a friend go to Wasnington for mm and hire a 
messenger to deliver nis letter. 

I an enclosing a copy of my friend ‘s writing. He had retained tne news- 
paper Clippings of tuo 9i.ory Ruth Greengiass sold to tne "For\vard", a Jew- 
isn daily, and he wanted tnem translated. In removing tnem from ms pocK- 
et the enclosed piece of paper fell to the floor. With ail his pretense 
to the opposite ho*s very careless about suen things. Obviously they con- 
cern the article, wmen was originally translated for him by an inmate, 
but Since I cau*t distinguish tne writing on the back of tne paper I*m 
sending it on. This, too, raay be notning. 

' My friend is concerned ivitn the information given the governjnent by a 
woman allegedly on intimate terms with his wife. It seems sue traveled 
to a distant city to bring funds to a man hiding there, but tnat - for 
some reasoxi - the funds vjore refused and tno woman returned to New Yerx 
and to government custody. This is a woman wxiom he claims appears on 
photograpns (government oxmbits) witn his wife. 

Ho received anotnor offer of assistance from his "friends" tnro’jgn Blocu. 
They insist upon doing something, and nave urged Bloch to tnlnk of a meth- 
od by wnich they may contrinute funds. This marks tne second suen visit 
«nd 13 again a great sourco of consolation to him. I repeat tnat Blocu 
as an attorney is more tnan meets tne eye. 

I continue to manuever tne conversation to Mexico, to Caracas. On one 
hand I hope tnat ho will eventually commit himself, make some statement 
that will enabl^to construct tne location of his "traveling" associate. 

But his only comiaitmont is that Mexico City is tne springboard, tnat from 
tnere tney obtain passage to a pre-decided destination. I intend to dis- 
cuss witn Vago the fact tnat snould it become necessary he, too, could 
utilize tnis means of exodus. But from my friend I get the same story, 
the same account of "organization", "secrecy", and tnat "wneu it becomes 
advlsable'^f or him to do so ne'li impart what information I need to maxo 
contact. 














Last nignt (Monday) we nad tne most interesting discussion yet. Unfortun- 
ately today ne went downtown, because nis parting words were tnat w» wouJd 
continue our conversation* I pressed nim again for instructions for tno 
future: New YorK: and tno WorKer (Dennis^ offer); Arizona and Granaxu (C. P. 
organizer in Pdoonix) ; or, iirunedlttoiy , active particfpation underground - 
his type of worn. He contends tnat I completely underestimate tne worit na 
- for eiample - nfis been doing* I must not get tne improssion tnat one is 
able to proceed immadiatoiy witn underground activities, or that an peopie 
are capaoie. One dooan*t just acquire something of value to tne Soviet Un- 
ion and pass it on - as easily as that. It takes training (wnicn he»s nad) 
it taices montas and montns of patient waiting. ( Was 1 aware tnat wnen tne 
Canadian ring was destfoyed he lost contact for almost two years?) I asKed 
wny it Hasn’t been possible for tnem to penetrate tno F. B. I., aid ne re- 
plied tnat tne tnougnt was an old one, tnat ne, personally, had seriously 
considered sucn a proposal years ago. Along these lines - to give me an 
illustration of tne patience required - ha advanced the money to a young 
couple (a scnool companion wno later joined tne Abranam Lincoln Brigade) 
to open a business "somownere in the west". For years they operated tnis 
business, building a "front" in tne city, and during difficult times ne 
had to supply tnem with tne money to continue. But - during his recent 
operations - tnis man acted as go-between for - "for example, men vaio nad 
jTiicro-filiQ to send to mo for further conveyance". (in sgort, this is 
the drop for East to itest connect ions I think that it has been a sun- 

pie matter to maintain this man? Uo Ifvwas^hat a serious blow it is to an 
their operations tnat tnis men is now left standing? (Apptirently only ne 
is aware of tno location of tnis person). What do I think this man is 
thinking as no rends about the present trial, etc., etc. His exact words 
were; ”l*m worried that this man will now be lost to us as a result of 
what a rotten bastard like Dave did". 

He explained how he v;ould meet tho Hussian, the various signals they had 
pre-arranged: circle with a cross in the center on a store window some- 
where on 14th Street 5 his standing in front of three different theaters 
on Sundays stuffing tobacco in a pipe. How he had discovered a hole in 
the cement floor of a theater and tnat subsequently it was used as a con- 
veyance, how they had a signal to verify that the Russian found what he 
had left, otherwise he nad to return and retrive the package. Gum on a 
subway window; rod for danger, wnite for all-clear. 

The Russian invited him to his home but he declined because "in the neat 
five years my most important contribition will be made". 

Why didn’t he escape? "I mignt nave tried, but I decided - after receiv- 
ing a message from ray contact - that it would be better to wait.” "Eight 
under the nos© of tho F.B. I, I met my friend and told him that we must 
stop meeting each other,"

As I Inl^licated at our meeting clrcuiostances are 
such as to roquire on iminediate clarification of my position.

Several days ago I requested and obtained per- 
mission to visit with Rosenberg in his cell for several hours 
each evening. Nothing of Importance has resulted I from our con- 
versations* (with the possible exception of the Btktement that 
his ’•first contact from the Soviet Union was a Jew, an Rnglneer, 
and from Kharkov**,) other than continued instructions in the 
procedure to be followed upon '•my release". As you are no doubt ^ 
aware, his attorney was here Saturday and, among other statements. 
Informed Rosenberg that "public sentiment" would be a pertinent 
factor in the struggle to save his life. Rosenberg informs me * 
that word has reached his attorney of impending "European reaction" 
to the sentence; "Uy friends In Europe (and I assume that he as- m 
sumes we understand the allusion) will not remain idle" ho explaliJ 
contentedly. With reference to his "friends" here, the attorney 
awaits "word and funds". There Is absolutely no talk of "negot- 
iating" with the government, not for. himself nor his wife. 


As per arrangements I made myself visible to his at- 
torney to facilitate future contact. He also left additional In- 
structions with Rosenberg regarding "Retort J" - relative to Broth- 
man*a thesis and to the manner (coded) in which contact Is to he 
established between his office and my future intermediaries. I 
was given to understand that Howard Fast, a personal friend both 
of Bloch and Dennis, will edit the commentaries on the trials for 
the publication. It has been definitely decided to make available 
“y ij^'^ediate use (upon release), among other items I mentioned 
previously, two thousand dollars. I believe they arrived at this 
sum not only because it represents a sufficient amount to cover 
all necessary purchases (initial pui»haaea, that is), but also in % 
order to ^observe my actions and conduct at what might be a minimum * 
loos. I hove, over the weekend, been given the names of the "contacts’ 
in Now York, Detroit, Chicago, and California, as well as the coded 
message I am to use in greeting. Since, to their best knowledge I 
have only a few days remaining, they are anxious to prepare me for ^ 
the task ahead, end the greatest part of tho time la spent In dls- ^ 
cussing the publication and the underground methods of operation to 
be utilized. The much more important realization of my accepting ‘ ■ 

this assignment lies In the statement made Sunday by Rosenberg: **If' 
you successfully complete this I’m going to make cei*taln you meet 
with my friends for more important work". This is ths point I was 
trying to establish when we met last week, and a conclusion I have ' 
recognized and awaited since my first intimacy with this man. I am' 
absolutely certain that a complete submission to his plane and de- 
sires at this time will ultimately result in the establishment of 
contact with his friends.
